Take Store Fight to Court 



Legality of Zoning Law May be Tested

The long fight of the borough 
officials with the American Stores 
Company to prevent erection of a 
chain grocery on the corner of Nar- 
berth and Sabine avenues, in the 
heart of the residential district, will 
be carried into Court as the result 
of a writ of mandamus secured by 
the company against Building In- 
spector H. Taylor Darlington and 
Fire Chief Charles D. Noel in Nor- 
ristown last Wednesday. 

The new zoning law, passed last 
Spring, will also be given its first 
legal test, as this law forbids the 
erection of a store in a neighbor- 
hood such as the one in which the 
American people are trying to lo- 
cate. 

The writ was granted in response 
to a petition filed by Attorneys 
Larzelere, Wright and Larzelere in 
behalf of die American Stores Com- 
pany commanding the fire chief and 
building inspector to act upon plans 
and specifications for the projected 
store which the complainant declares 
they failed to do. 



Though the writ was issued a 
week ago, no notice of it has yet 
been served upon Messrs. Noel and 
Darlington. Until officially notified 
Burgess Carl B. Metzger and Presi- 
dent of Council W. R. D. Hall re- 
fuse to comment on the latest move 
of the chain company. 

The scrap of the borough officials 
with the stores company dates back 
half a year when it first became 
known that the firm intended build- 
ing a store in the heart of the resi- 
dential district. The matter was 
first taken up by infuriated neigh- 
bors with Mr. Robinson, of Merion, 
head of American Stores chain, but 
the refused to interfere. 

A petition was then circulated by 
the Narberth Civic Association and 
700 residents signed their names to 
a statement vigorously condemn- 
ing the project. This was pre- 
sented to the Borough Council, 
which acceded to the request of the 
petitioners and instructed its build-

The borough government of 
Xarberth will have to be run on 
borrowed funds for a period of 
a slightly over two weeks. The 
borough is almost "broke" as far 
as immediate funds are concerned 
and needs money to pay salaries 
ami other contingent expenses. 
This was revealed at monthly 
meeting of the Council held in the 
Borough Hall, Monday night. 

Seven careworn councilmen, 
gathering to solve perplexing ques- 
tions incidental to running a town 
government in economical fashion, 
were given this additional prob- 
lem to worry them, and taxes 
they were informed were the 
cause of the new dilemma. 

Bills for the property taxes due 
on October I, were sent out long 
ago, but the response of the tax- 
pavers has been slow. So dila- 
tory have they been in paying 
that hardly enough funds to meet 
contingent expenses have 1-een 
collected and the money on hand 
for such purposes has been 
practically exhausted. Therefore, 
at the meeting .Monday, the Coun- 
cil was faced with the two unde- 
sirable alternative.- of probably 
not paying its expenses for the 
next two weeks or else borrow- 
ing money to do so. 

Various ways and means of 
'meeting the emergency were dis- 
cussed at length but finally a reso- 
lution for a temporary loan of 
SI dun was passed. . The money 
will be secured from the Merion 
Title and Trust Company. 

Councilmen were at loss to ac- 
count for the unprecedented slow- 
rate at which taxes were being 
paid. Usually there is a heavy 
payment early in the month of 
September. This was taken, into 
account in appropriating funds for 
the running of the borough dur- 
ing this month, and when taxes 
failed to come in as rapidly as ex- 
pected the usual shortage oc- 
curred. 

Citizens are urged to pay their 
taxes promptly, not only because 
of the fact that the longer they 
take to pay, the larger an interest 
will the borough have to pay for 
its borrowed capital, but also be- 
cause a penalty of five per cent, 
is inflicted on taxes that remain 
unpaid after October 1, the end 
of the fiscal year. 

The borough tax bills were sent 
out weeks ago. They include in 
addition to the borough tax the 
school tax. County taxes were 
not billed as they are paid 
separtely to Xorristown. 

Further discussion arose in the 
Council when problem of ash and 
rubbish collection was brought up. 
Narberth has no public dump with- 
in its limits and consequently made 
arrangements some time ago to dis- 
pose of its rubbish in a Lower Mer- 
ion Township dump located near 
West Manayunk. 

The distance of this dump makes 
the usual hauling by horse and 
wagon both inefficient and expen- 
sive. Hauling by truck was de- 
cided at a previous meeting as the 
only solution to the problem and 
advertisements were ordered for 
bids for first the rental of a truck 
and then the purchase of one. 

Five bids on renting were sub- 
mitted Monday and four on the 
price of a truck. The Autocar, the 
Mack and the White truck people 
submitted bids for new trucks, 
ranging from $4000 to $6000. 
Three bids on re-built trucks, rang- 
ing from $1500 to $2000, were re- 
ceived and rental bids went from 
$90 to $100 a week. 

Final decision on whether the 
purchasing of a new truck or an 
old one, or whether rental would be 
the cheapest was left to Council- 
man Walton M. Wentz, head of the 
Highway Committee, and his asso- 
ciates, consisting of Mr. H. W. 
Brown and Mr. Daniel Leitch. Mr. 
William J. Henderson was added 
to the committee to give special ad- 
vice on trucks. 

Chairman Wentz reported for the 
Highway Committee in writing that 
his department is practically 
through with its street improvement 
work. One stretch of street, Nar-
